He 
triumphed over obstacles of eveiy kind, and lias sticceeded not only in 
correcting and augmenting to a very high degree the description prcvloasly 
given l>y Humboldt ami others, hut in proving that (in spite of its situation) 
Pie diiimte is temperate and the rich soil fit for cultivation, while tlie river 
system affords unexampled facilities for the promotion of commercial enterpnsc.

§ 85. ** The Customs i-elatmg to the County, ivhereof they have oncj of 
ndiuitting Men into the Society of Tree- masons, that In ihe inoorelands of this 
County seems to be of gi'eater rcGtie.st, tlian any where else, though I lind the 
Custom spread more or less all over the ^ration ] for hero 1 found persons of 
the most eminent quality, that did not disdain to he of this Fellowship. Nor 
indeed need they, were it of that Antiquity and honor, that is pretended in a 
large parchment vohini they have amongst them, containing the Hi^jtory and 
Hulcs of the craft of Masonry. ^Vhich is there deduced not only from sacred 
writ, but profane story, particularly that it was brought into England by St. 
Amphibal, and first communicated to Bt. Alban, w-ho set down tiic charges of 
masonry, and was made paymasLer and Governor of the Kings w'orks, and gave 
them cliarges and manners as St. Ainpliibol had taught him. Which wxre after 
confirmed by King Athelstan, whose youngest son Edwyu loved well masonry, 
took upon him the charges and learned tlie manners, and obtained for thetn of 
his Father a free- Charter. Whereupon he caused them to assemble at York 
and to bring all the old Books of their craft, and out of them ordained such 
charges and manners, as they then thought fit : which charges in the said 
Schrolc or parclimcnt volum, arc in part declared : and thus wa-s the eraft of 
masonry grounded and eonlirmed in England. It is also there declared that 
these charges and maim ere were after perused and approved by King Hen. 6 
and liis council, both as to blasters and Fellows of this Worshipfull cral't.’^ 
Xhvragraphs SG, 87 and S8, refer to the same subject.
